A Weekly Letter 
by frank Priebe 


It doesn't make sense to me to 


talk about drafting men for the 
Army—and at the same time talk 
about producing less food. 


1 don't like the talk about re- 


viving the draft—with all it im- 
plies—any better than anyone else 
does. 


But if we're going to do it. then 


we'd 
better produce more food, too. 


Any man on the land knows that 
when you talk about building up 
military strength, it's not time to 
cut your agricuitral strength. 


It's time the Department oi Ag- 


riclture got in step with the rest 
of the government. 
For months 


all we've heard from the US1JA 
has been "uut down . . . cut down.' 
These planners of ours—the men 
who figure out on paper how many 
acres you should plant to this ftnd 
thar and how many chicks you 
should raise— haven't reckoned 
with one thing: People! 


They're finding out now that, 


as far as poultry is concerned, 
farmers have cut down with a 
vengeance. They've cut a^lot more 
than anyone in Washington want- 
ed them to. 


For instance, the government 


asked for a seven per cent cut in 
the chicks raised on farms this 
year. 
Then they checked to see 


how many farmers intended to 
raise. 
The farmers said 20 per 


cent less. 


"They'll never cut down that 


much." Washington said. "They'll 
change their minds. 
They won't 


cut more than 10 per cent"." 


Raise Every Chick Von Can 
But now the Department of Ag- 


riculture has 
the 
report 
from 


hatcheries on March 1. 
And 1 


think they're a little concerned— 
*s they should be. 


When you get to March 1, you 


are beginning to get into the heavy 
batching season. And the number 


of eggs in incubators the first ol 
March was 26 per cent less than 
a year ago. 


And tlie cut was greatest in this 


part of the country—where the 
most poultry is produced. In what 
the government calls the West 
North Central states the number 
of eggs in incubators on March 1 
was 45 per cent less than a year 
ago. 


Those figures show you how se- 


rious the situation is. There will 
be a lot less chickens raised in 
this country—and particularly the 
Middle West. 


You know and I know that meat 


production is down. 


Turkey production will be way 


down. too. It can't be otherwise, 
because a lot of 'turkey breeders 
were sold and the birds that are 


left can produce only so many 
hatching eggs. 


And chicken production will be 


down. 
Even if a lot of people 


! make up their minds now to raise 
chicks, we sliii can't make up for 
all those that haven't been started 
so far. 


And because the chicks are late 


| and the cut is greatest in the Mid- 


j die West (where pullets are kept 
for egg production), we're going 
to be short of eggs next fall. 


Even under normal conditions, 


1 think the facts would encourage 
you to start chicks. 
And in view 


of what the president said last 
week, I think you'll be wise to raise 
every chicken you possibly can— 
and get the chicks in the brooder 
house just as soon as you can.
